Tax 
printing  that  of  "A  Sceptic"  It  adds  editorial  com- 
ment enumerating  the  rules  which  govern  The 
Journal  in  the  pubUeatloi  of  lotteit.  Those  are 
not  the  samo  in  all  npw.spapers,  but,  generally 
speaking^  they  are  very  much  alike.  The  Journal 
must  have  the  name  and  addreas  of  any  writer. 
Once  this  rule  Is  observed,  and  providing  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  a  letter  Is  of  Interest,  It  wlU  be 
printed,  within  limits  as  to  length.  The  Colonist 
difTers  from  The  Journal  Inasmuch  as  it  insists 
on  the  publication  of  the  name  and  address. 

The  Journal  says  that  letters  must  be  short 
and  orlgl^ial,  and  should  not  as  a  general  rule 
trarrsnllt  the  views  of  those  other  than  the  writer.

Mr.  Neville  Chamberlain  has  In  view  a  diplo- 
matic federation  of  the  principal  Powers  of  Eu- 
rope WhlAi  will  act  as  a  guarantee  against  war. 
Whether  or  not  he  will  be  succe.ssful  in  accom- 
plishing this  at  a  time  when  dictatorship  has 
reared  Its  head  it  is  dlfncult  to  say,  but  the  ideal 
has  evonrthlng  to  commend  it.  That  was  the  pur- 
pose of  the  League  of  Nations  Lord  Lytton  says 
'  that  League  has  sunk  Into  a  position  of  impotence 
because  it  did  not  assert  the  three  principles  on 
which  it  rests  which  are  Interdependent  and 
must  be  applied  simultaneously.  Those  principles 
are  the  limitation  of  armaments  by  agreement, 
the  collective  use  of  the  armed  forces  of  its  mem- 
bers for  the  prevention  of  aggression,  and  the  de- 
velopment of  machinery  for  collective  Judgment 
hi ,  the  peaceful  settlement  of  disputes.  The 
League  member^,  according  t<5  Lord  Lytton.  have 
tried  to  apply  the  first  and  the  second  separately, 
and  have  neglected  the  third  completely.  Hence, 
the  League  has  failed 

Forty  years  ago  the  problems  of  Europe  were 
'not  unlike  what  they  are  today.  There  was  the 
same  danger  of  war,  and  there  was  recognition, 
too,  In  the  minds  of  statesmen  that  there  was  a 
way  In  which  war  could  be  avoldgd.  Lord  Salis- 
buiy.  spea^lnr^t  the  Lord  Maybr's  banquet  on 
November  9,  1897.  .said:  "Remember  this— the 
federation  of  Europe  is  the  only  posslUe  structure 
Of  Europe  which  can  save  civllltatlon  from  the 
iesolating  effects  of  a  disastrous  war.
